croy who was called to the pastorate by 
vote of tbe church. June 30th. 1325. Elia- 
shib Adams, David J. Bent .ind Hoses Pat- 
ten were tlio committee of the church 
who malic the arrangements for the ordin- 
ation ot Mr. Pomcroy, which took place 
upon the last Wednesday of August, 1S2J. 


The beautiful church edifice ivas destroy- 


ed by flrc, Apiil 7tb, 1330. between ten __. 
eleven o'clock at.night. The Bapti«t soci- 
ety tendered the use of their meeting house 
at twelve o'clock M., and four o'clock P. 
M., each Sunday, and their'offer was ac- 
cepted with hearty acknowledgements for 
kindness. The vestry of tlie i.ew church 
was ready for use Nov. llth, 1330. and was 
dedicated on that day, and July 20th, 1831, 
tbe new church was dedicated. The new 
building cost twelve thousand dollars, and 
the pews were sold for fourteen thousand 
dollars. 


In 1845-tC, Mr. Pomeroy made an ex- 


tended tour in Europe and the Doly Land, 
and on Sept. 2otli, 1843, be sent a convnu- 
nicatkm to the church, announcing that he 
had beqn elected one of the general Secre- 
taries of the A. B. C. F. M., and asked tho 
church to unite with him tin calling a coun- 


il to dissolve their connection, 
withstanding the mutual regret at taking 
such actipn, a council was called and the 
pastorate of twenty-three . years ended. 
The pastorate of Mr. Pomeroy was, in 
many rjespects, the most important of any 
clergyman ever in Bangor, bis position 
and bis talents making him the leader of 
tha community during the years of Ban- 
gor's greatest growth and prosperity. 


In tiic summer following the dismissal 


of Mr. Pomeroy, tbe church made fortu- 


choice of Mr. Geo. B. Little, as his 


successor, and upon his acceptance of their 
coil, a council was called and he was or- 
dained Oct. llth, 18-10. Although be was 
a young man, and had graduated from Ao- 
dover but three months before his accep- 
tance ot tbe call here, he at once took 
front rank, both as a pulpit orator and 
scholar. 
During his pastorate of eight 


years he greatly endeared himself to all 
the community, and universal sorrow was 
expressed when lie announced that bis 
health would'not permit him to longer con- 
tinue as pastor, and sorrow was again man- 
ifested when a fc\v years after his resigna- 
tion, be went home to jus reward. 


The pastoral relations'with Mr. pittle 


were dissolved, Oct. 21. 1957, and in Jan, 
1839, Hev. E. W, Oilman was Installed as 
the fourth pastor of the church. The threo 
first pastorates Jiad extended over a period 
of forty-six years, but tljreelast ones \vere 
destined to be short. Mir. Oilman resign- 
ing in 18G3; Kev. S. L. Rowland, his suc- 
cessor, remaining but three years or until 
July, 1SG7. Until 1570, thcie was no pas- 
tor and the pulpit, was acceptably supplied 
by Professors Herrick and Barbour of tbe 
Seminary. March 3d, 1S70, Rev. Newman 
Smyth was installed as Pastor and contin- 
ued as such u.ntil April. 1875. 
Since 13 


until the call of tho new Pastor, die pulpit 
has been supplied by Professors Sewall 
and Barbour of the Seminary.
